INSURANCE QUESTION ARISES AGAIN

Dr. Stafford Thompson, presi- 
dent of Enterprise State Junior 
appeared before the 
Coffee County Commission 
Monday morning, March 26, 
presenting them with a proposal 
requesting support-- $500,000 - 
for a new facility soon to be 
constructed on ESJC’s campus 
in Enterprise: 

Construction on the 58,000 
square foot building is set fo 
begin in the very near future and 
will house industrial, training 
facilities’ (open bay labs), the 
cultural arts, and also serve as 
an instructional facility (fine 
arts). 

Dr. Thompson pointed out 
that this facility will be an asset 
to Coffee’ County and the sur- 
rounding area in recruiting 
industry because it will provide 
a location and facilities to train a 
work force. 

“With this facility, we would 
have the opportunity to train the 
work’ force that any industry 
would: be interested in coming 
into our area,” he said. 

Dr. Stafford told commission- 
ers, this project is,a “total effort” 
of education, government (city, 
county, state and federal); pri- 
vate industry, and the géneral 
public. The estimated total cost 
of the project is just over $6 mil- 
lion. : Sees 

He mentioned that the 
Department of Commerce has 
already been asked to.provide 


$1 million toward this project:; 
and “hopefully these funds will — 


be forth coming this year.”

Stafford pointed out that civic 
organizations, community and 
county governments will be 
allowed. to spread’ their 
(pledges) contributions over a 
five year time span should they 
desire to do so, 

The commission, after hear- 
ing Dr.: Thompson's proposal, 
did not take any action on the 
matter. 

Ronnie Donaldson, represent- 
ing Ronnie Donaldson 
Insurance Agency of Enterprise, 
addressed the commissioners 
concerning the action they took 
in.their last meeting in provid- 
ing the ‘same. death benefit 
($25,000) for employees. 70- 
years-old and older as is provid- 
ed for younger employees. 

Donaldson told commission- 
ers he felt the plan he proposed 
to provide offered better cover- 
age for county employees than 
did the one accepted by the 
commission, Using .a chaft-he 
pointed out that his plan cost $9 
per month per employee where 
as the National Security’s plan 
(the one accepted by the com- 
mission) cost $10.75 per month 
per employee; Donaldson's pro- 
posed plan cost the. county 
annually - $17,604 while the 
National Security plan ‘cost 
$21,027 annually. The yearly 
savings to the county would be 
$3,423. 

“My question to the county is, 
do we‘haye $3,423 to spend’ on 
something when you can get it 
cheaper?” asked Donaldson. 

After Mr, Donaldson’s pre- 
sentation, Commissioner Tom

Grimsley. made a motion that

There 
seemed to be some. disagree- 
ment as to when commissioners 
received the proposals for their 
review. 

The commission chairinat 
Linda Westbrook, said, that she 
placed the proposals in each: of 
the . commissioner's © “mail 
boxes,” which are located:in the 
commission office, on March 8. 
Commissioner Dalrymple’ said 
there was not one in his box, and 
he did not have sufficient time ' 
to review the proposals before 
voting on them.

Board votes to increase all Elba

In a special called meeting 
Tuesday afternoon the’ Elba 
Water and Electric Board voted 
unanimously to- implement the 
electric rate increases which had 
been proposed and tabled at the 
last meeting. The new rates are 
effective with electric power 
used onior after April [St: 

At the last’ meeting, board 
members. questioned the impact 
of the increase on lower income 
citizens and asked for a break- 
down on these numbers. The 
new rates are as follows: 


Residential Service will be . 


$.068 per kwh plus a base 
charge of $8.00, up from $.065 
per kwh and $4.00 base charge. 
There are approximately 1,387 
customers in this category. and 
their average electric consump- 
tion is 1,427 kwhs, Under the 
new rate the average residential 


bill will increase $8.28 per 
month. 
Information. presented to 


board members Tuesday indi- 
cate that the 447 lowest volume 
residential utility users, who use 
an average of 248 units of power 


tric rates effective April 1st 


each month, will see a rate 
increase.of $4.75 per month, 

Small Commercial Service 
will be $.073 per kwh with an 
$8.00. basic flat rate, up trom 
$.07 per kwh and a $4.00. basic 
flat rate. There. are 304 cus 
tomers in this category and the 
average electric consumption is 
2,347 kwhs. Under the new rate 
the average small commercial 
bill will increase $1 1:04, 

Large Commercial. Service 
is- more cemplicated — and 
includes a Demand Charge, 
which means they pay at least 
this demand every month fora 
yéar after it is set, regardless of 
the amount of current used 
These Demand Charge numbers 
will not change under the new 
rates. Proposed rates start al 
$.052 per kwh for the first 3,000 
kwh; plus $.049 per kwh for the 
next 2,000 kwh; plus $.043 for 
all over 15,000 kwh. These large 
commercial” rates reflect $.03 
per kwh increase in each catego- 
ry. There are 37 customers in 
this category and they average 
using 16,500 kwhs, The average

Spicer supports change in 
Alabama’s electroal process 


The House Committee on 
Elections demonstrated their 
commitment to improving 
Alabama's electoral process 
Wednesday, by passing two sig- 
nificant bills relating to both 
Presidential and state elections 
out of committee.. HB 433, pro- 
‘vides a significant change in 
how. Alabama's electors are 
determined in’ presidential and 
‘vice presidential elections. 

“Many citizens are frustrated 
when the electoral votes are not 
an adequate representation of 
the-percentage of votes a candi- 


: date actually: receives;” states

* Elba). "Not only will this be d 


fair representation, it will fur- 
ther encourage yoters who don't 
normally feel that their vote is 
significant to get-out and vote 
for an elector they teel repre- 


~ sents them,’

party’ receives to reflect the per- 
centage of the popular vote

“HOUSE APPROVES FUND- 
ING FOR TORNADO SHEL- 
TERS 

Last week, Alabama lawmak- 
ers brought to Washington's 
attention an issue of profound 
importance to the health and 
welfare of the citizens of our 
state: adequate protection 
against tornadoes, The’ U.S. 
House of Representatives voted 
‘401 to 6:to allow local commu- 
nities to use federal community 
development block grant funds 
to Construct Storm shelters in 
mobile home parks 

Unfortunately, Alabama and 
tornadoes are all ‘too. familiar 
with one another, Our state has 
made’ national headlines in 

“recent years for some of the 
worst tornado-related destruc- 
won, Last December 16th was a 
nightmare for many residents in 
north central Alabama who were 
in the path of a level F4 tornado 
On that tragic day, 11 
Alabamians lost their lives: in 
what was tobe one of the most 
destructive tornadoes in US 
history. 

In the Wiregrass on that same 
day, another tornado appeared 
out of the blue destroying more 
homes and property, injuring 
others and tragically taking still 
another life: Geneva, Newton, 
Pinckard, and Abbeville: weré 
among those to sustain damage 
and Joss from, the December 


16th storms: Homes, .businesses 


and lives were disrupted-as the 
storm hit inthe middle. of the 
-day-and without warning. 


The Elba Police Department,

Phil Rugg, supervisor of the 
county's maintenance depart- 
ment, told commissioners that 
the jail was experiencing a prob- 
lem of inmates tampering with 
lock hardware. 

“We're just having problems 
with inmates removing screws, 
bolts, locks, and we don’t know 
how they're doing it,” said 
Rugg: “We've tightened 
(screws, bolts, etc.) them down, 
chiseled them set - set them with 
a punch:and chisel - and they're 
sull taking them loose... How 
they re getting them off. - we 
don’t know.” 

It was noted that a complete 
“shake-down” [complete and 
thorough search] had been per- 
formed in the jail and no tools, 
with the exception .of some 
Allen wrenches, were found, 
Rugg noted thatit takes°a spe- 
cial device (tool) to remove the 
screws and bolts used in» the 
lock-down areas.

Coach Head's tWo seasons at the Elba helm, and it was easy to see 
thatthe veteran coach was more-than a little disappointed with his 
inability {6 turn the program around, Head had come to Elba With 
one of the best won-loss records of any high school coach in the 
state and 45 years of coaching experience, but simply never got any- 

thing going during his brief stay with the Tigers, and knew from his 
years of experience that it was time for someone else to give it a try. 

The resignation of Coach Head means that Elba will have a new 
football coach for the fourth time in six years, and that next season 
another coach will come.in and try to turn around a football program 
that has won only 13 games over the past five seasons. The Elba 
Tigers won 150.games over an 18-year span with Mack Wood as the 
head coach, and then went 8-2 under David’ Lowery Back in 1995, 
Since then, the Tigers. have won only 13 games while losing 39, and 
the once proud program posted a 1-9 record last season, with’ the 
only win coming over Gulf Shores, a team in its first year of exis- 


. tence, It will take more than one spring training and one’ season to - 


tum around a-program that hasn't had a winning season in five 
years, and the people in-Elba have to realize that it will take. the sup- 


port of everyone and alot of hard work by a lot of yplayers ‘arid ‘ 


coaches t6 turn the Tigers back into winners. 

*** The big question now will be who is going to be the next head 
football coach at Elba High: Coach Mike Waters; a three-year .assis- 
tant, Was named interim coach last week and will carry the Tigers 
through spring training, and Waters has made it clear that he will 
apply for.the head coaching vacancy, The school officials have stat- 
ed the vacancy will-be advertised and potential coaches will be 
interviewed, which means the process could take quite some time. |

County and Pike County won't be picnics, T.R. Miller has been a 4A 
power for years and has ‘a trophy: case filled with state champi- 
onships, while Clarke County has also developed into a football 
power in recent years, and Pike County appears to be headed back 
to its glory days-of the past under Coach Wayne Grant. W.S. Neal 
and Straughn are also proven winners, and Elba fans had, better get 
familiar with the roads in Lowndes County, because Calhoun and 
Hayneville aren’t easy to find, especially at night.

The Elba Tigers will be in Class 3A, Area 2, along. with 
Abbeville and Straughn, while the New Brockton Gamecocks will 
jump into Class 2A, Area 4 along with Goshen, Highland Home, 
GW. Long and Luverne. In the 1A ranks, Zion Chapel and Kinston 
will be in Area 3 along with Ariton, Cottonwood and Houston 
County, while Brantley will be in Area 2 and battle against Florala, 
McKenzie, Pleasant Home and J.F, Shields. One of the more inter-

The coaching carousel at 
Elba High School continued its 
two-year cycle last week when 
head football coach Julius Head 
announced that he would resign 
effective the end of the current 
school year. 

Coach Head became the third 
straight head football coach at 
Elba High to resign after two 
years on the job, following 
David Sikes (1997-98) and 
David Lowery (1995-96) as 
‘former Tiger coaches that 
Stepped down after only two 
years ‘at the helm. : 

Elba High School principal 
Mike Williams. ahnounceéd in a 
news release last week. that 
Coach Head was retiring from 
his post and stated, “Coach 
Head: has béen a guiding light 
and a great leader for the young 
men he has taught and coached 
during his outstanding career. | 
can personally attest that: the 
success have hadvas a student, 


player, educator, coach and - 


administrator would not. have 
been possible if not for having 
the opportunity to, play under 
Coach Head while attending 


high school in Greenville. He 


has been a great role model for 
hundreds of students that have 
gone on to become successful 
young men: We willmiss him 
and wish him the very best.” 

. Coach Head came to Elba 
prior to the 1998 season as one 
of the winningest coaches” in 
high school football in the State 
of Alabama, but was never able 
to produce that magic: with the 
Tigers as his two Elba teams 
struggled to, post ‘a two-year 


record of: 4-16, 

“I do think the program. is 
headed in the right direction,” 
said Coach Head, “and believe 
that the program is in a lot bet- 
ter shape than it was when I got 
here, We have some good. kids 
who are working on condition- 
ing and working really hard‘in 
the weight room, and I think 
better days are ahead, Ihave 
really enjoyed the last two 
years here at Elba High: They 
have a lot of wonderful kids, 
teachers. and administrators, 
and | wish everyone here the 
best in the future,” 

“Last year was a disappoint 
ment for. everyone associated 
with the program,” added 
Head, when asked about the 
Tigers’ 1-9 record in 2000, “I 
was really hoping we were 
going to turn things around and 
win some games, but we had to 
play a lot of young -players; 
many that had never played a 
down .in varsity “competition, 
and we also-had a few attitude 
problems that hurt us. It’ was 
really a very tough year.”
